ONE OF THREE choices is 
still open to Sierra Madre. 

1. This city can join with 
Azusa, Monterey Park and 
Alhambra, as is now plan¬ 
ned, providing all legal re¬ 
quirements can be met. This 
course is favored by city of¬ 
ficials because it will pre¬ 
vent Sierra Madre from be- 
i n g absorbed, possibly 
against its will, in the Metro¬ 
politan Water Di.strict. 

2. Sierra Madre could join 
the Upper San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley A.ssociation. City officials, 
however, believe this would 
l50 the first step toward in¬ 
clusion in the Metropolitan 
District, a move whih, it is 
e.stimated, would co.st this 
city $800,000 in back taxes, 
including interest over a 15- 
year period. 

3. Sierra Madre could 
move for annexation with 
Pasadena, which is in the 
Metropolitan Water District. 
This would mean that the 
City of Sierra Madre would 
be dissolved. This procedure 
also would require a vote of 
the people of Sierra Madre. 

UNDER THE first step, 
which city officials are plan¬ 
ning to follow through, ap¬ 
proximately 100 signatures 
must be obtained favoring a 
separate water district. 

Then an election will be 
held within the entire dis¬ 
trict. If a majority of the 
voters approve, we will join 
the three other cities now 
following this same pro¬ 
cedure. 

The district would be one 
of convenience only. Under 


though a district can engulf 
a city against the will of the 
people. 

This is true because the 
election would be held in the 
entire district, and the re¬ 
sults would be binding, even 
though Sierra Madreans vot¬ 
ed against inclusion in it. 

CITY OFFICIALS here — 
and presumably in Azusa, 
Alhambra and Monterey 
Park—believe our water sys¬ 
tem is adequate to meet our 
needs for many years. 

They also argue that con¬ 
siderable time, money and 
talent has been spent by 
Sierra Madre to improve our 
water system and that we 
shouldn’t sacrifice that in 
order to join the Metropoli¬ 
tan District from which we 
would receive few if any 
benefits. 

City Administrator Law¬ 
rence C. Bevington pointed 
out that regardless of what 
we do, we probably still will 
have to figlit a law suit. 

Many cities, he said, be- 
liev'e Sierra Madre is receiv¬ 
ing more than its share of 
water from the Raymond 
Basin and the only way to 
modify o ur allotment is 
through the courts.

(h) To solicit alms or dona¬ 
tions for charitable or religious 
purposes without a written per¬ 
mit granted by the Parks and 
Recreation Commission. 

ECTION 6. Restricted Areas and 
Uses. It shall be unlawful for 
anv person to commit or permit 
any of the hereinafter specified 
acts in any public park or rec¬ 
reation center in the City:

Then take 
1 pint sour cream and mix 
together with 2 tbs. sugar 
and 1/8 tsp. vanilla. Pour 
over chilled pie and bake lor 
just 5 minutes in a pre-heat¬ 
ed 475° oven. Re-chill before 
serving. Inasmuch as this is 
an extremely rich dessert 
small pieces are all that are 
necessary.
